Ince the Wiſdom of thoſe Beneficent Patriots (who have-ſo illuſtriouſly_ 
& preſerv'd the Liberties and Privileges, and advanced the Trade, and 
Riches off the People, whom they repreſent) hath choſeri you to be 
their Orator upon the approacfiing @@ 304. of Fax. ſuffer me a Stranger 
to adviſe you to demean your ſelf, as it becomes you, on that Day of pre- 
tended Faſting and Humiliation.
